A fatal row occurred at the color- 
I Baptist church at Hinsleytown 
inday, in which one man was 
lied and two others wounded. 
The trouble started at the scene 
a baptizing near the church and 
•Dry Davie and Abe Allen emptied 

their pistols at each other, shooting 

five times each. 
The result of this shooting was 

that Allen was hit once in the leg 

and grazed on the side by a second 

bullet. 

His wounds were not serious. 
Davie was not hurt in this encoun- 
ter;. The crowdat the baptizing 
was broken up and Davie rani- 
tbJecLurc'i a few yard. a". ay, ie-| 
loading his pistol as be went. He 
was followed by several of the dea- 1 
COfls and other church members 
who undertook to arrest him. Davie 
started to run, when several of 
them followed and a running fire 
ensued. Davie was hit in the leg 
and slightly wounded by some one 
of the pursuing party and stopped 
long enough to put a bullet into the 
heart of Jerry Wilson, who fell dead 
m his tracks. 

Davie then resumed his flight 
and disappeared. He is a young 
negro about 21 years old, who lived 
at Mr. Henry Kelly's. 

Jerry Wilson, who was killed, was 
lbout 45 years old and was a prora- 
nent leader in the church. In the 
second fight ten shots were fired, 
making about twenty in all. 

The minister in charge of the 
the church was Rev. Joe Buckner, 
of this city.
